In respect of the management of cross-agency projects, the jusUce-sector 
outcomes for Maori project was completed in 2017. Current justice-sector 
initiatives focussed on Maori, form part of the Government’s Hapaitia te 
Oranga Tangata programme. Hapaitia te Oranga Tangata, is led and project 
managed by the Ministry of Justice. 

However, on the 20‘>' of December 2018,1 sought assurances from my entire 
Executive that appropriate systems and processes are in place for all of their 
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cross-agency work. I have also asked my Enterprise Project Management Office to 
provide additional quality assurance, for those cross-agency projects led by New Zealand 
Police, as our centre of excellence for project methodologies.
